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Playgrounds,  both  public  and  private,  school  and  community  are 
occupying  more  attention  of  those  planning  in  landscape  architec- 
ture and  those  developing  curriculum  in  schools.  The  kind  of 
facilities  provided  may  enhance  or  inhibit  movement  and  an  iinder- 
standing  of  the  body  and  its  movement  capabilities .  The  type  of 
environment  may  encourage  children  to  reorganize  its  parts  to 
provide  more  appropriate  opportunities  for  their  movement  interests . 
Their  surrotindings  may  also  allow  for  increased  understanding  of 
those  environmental  facts  which  must  remain  fixed.  Thus,  the 
children  must  learn  both  to  control  portions  of  their  surroundings 
and  also  to  adjust  to  certain  situations.  (Piaget's  assimilation 
and  accommodation  process).  They  need  opportunities  to  play  in 
fixed  and  adjustable  environments  so  that  they  may  become  efficient 
movers.  Thus,  given  children  whose  movement  capabilities  are 
equal,  the  one  who  is  given  more  opportunity  for  producing 
activity  in  a  wide  variety  of  movement  environments  will  probauly 
beccme  the  more  proficient  in  movement  tasks. 

The  challenge  to  the  planner,  then  is  to  provide  an  environment 
which  stimulates  children  to  move  rather  than  one  which  primarily 
moves  children.  The  bibliography  below  provides  a  wide  base  from 
which  to  glean  data  to  use  in  planning  more  appropriate  playgrounds 
or  outdoor  learning  centers  for  children. 
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
